MATURING PULLETS. 


Writing on this subject i: the Weekly /rish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
When on free range young birds get so 


much to eat they usually require less 
food given to them than those in con- 
finement. However, the exercise they 
get usually brings them to their meals 
with a very hearty appetite, which should 
always be fully satisfied. As they get 
older the pullets which are intended for 
laving should have their grain allowance 
increased, and those intended for the 
table should be given more mash, If they 
get three meals a day, two of them 
should consist of mash, and the pullets 
for ving should get the extra feed of 
grain. Very early hatched pullets will 
not require stimulating food, but late- 
hatched pullets can be given a little meat. 
Sometimes early pullets are inclined to 
lay before they are fully matured, and 
the best way to keep them from doing 
this is by changing their position; but 
chickens should not be disturbed in this 
way until they are well feathered—that 
is, during the period when they are from 
eight to twelve weeks old.

As a matter of fact, these are only counsels 
of perfection.

J] observe from the daily Press that 
wo County Councils requested the sanction 
of the Minister to fill, by promotion, 
acaneles created by the death of their 
Secretaries In one case it would appear 
‘hat sanction was granted and subsequently 
withdrawn after the Council had proceeded 
, considerable distance: in the other ease 
anction was refused at the outset. In both 
ases the officers whom the Councils had in- 
ended to promote were men of long service, 
ind presumably of tried ability. So far as } 
could observe, no adequate reason: was ap- 
parently given in either case for the Minister’s 
refusal.

poration branch, however, representing, as 
it did, almost 100 per cent. potential mem- 
bership, had lent its whole-hearted support 
to the cause of the junior officials, and 
obtained, after months of pressure, a 
promise for the consideration of their claims. 
The question of promotion and the opera- 
tion of the Local Officers and Employés Act 
was a kindred subject to which the union 
was devoting very careful consideration.

THE PROBLEM. 


Captain H. Neville Roberts, Joint Secretary 
Financial Freedom Federation, in the course 
of a lecture on ‘The Nation’s Money, ' said 
that the problem of production had been 
solved, and the problem to-day was distribu- 
tion.

AN ANALYSIS OF THE 
COUNTERFOILS. 


The mixing of the counterfoils for the 
diaw in the Irish Hospitals’ .Trust's Sweep- 
stake on the Derby was completed on. Satur- 
day. All day long the proceedings were 
watched by large. numbers of visitors, many 
of whom came from across the Channel, as 
well as from different parts of this country.

As is the practice in these Sweepstakes, the 
amount of the prize money will not be 
announced until the draw is about to commence 
this morning—the officials always are reticent 
on this matter—-but it was gathered un- 
officially that the sum available for prizes 
would approximate closely to the prize fund 
‘in the Grand National Sweepstake. The sum 
available then was £1,871,198, which provided 
eighteen units of £100.000 each. In the Derby 
last year the prize fund was £1,943,420, which 
provided nineteen units of a hundred thousand 
pounds each 


THOUSANDS OF PRIZES, 


Should there be eighteen units in this 
Sweepstake it will mean that the number of 
prizes, over all, will total over 5,000. The 
entry of horses for the. Derby reached the 
large number of seventy-one, and all these 
names go into the draw. Those whose counter- 
foils draw the names of the first, second and 
third horses will receive the first, second, and 
third prizes of £30,000, £15,000 and £10,000 
each. The owners of the counterfoils which 
draw the sixty-eight unplaced or scratched 
horses will receive a sum of £515 each. The 
prizes on horses will thus number 1,274 alore. 
To these will be added the drawers of the 
£100, cash prizes, making another 1,800 cash 
prizes, and, with the ten residual cash prizes, 
the figure is brought up to 3,088.

MARCH THROUGH DUBLIN, 


Leaders of the Irish Republican Army 
were among the speakers at a big anti- 
Imperialist meeting held in College Green, 
Dublin, yesterday, after a march through the 
city of four battalions of the Dublin Brigade, 
I.R.A., the South Dublin Battalion, detach- 
ments from trade union organisations, two 
bands and Clann na nGaedheal Girl Scouts. 
A large force of police were on duty at the 
meeting place, and traffic had to be diverted 
for nearly two hours.

Mr. Michael Fitzpatrick, the Chairman, 
said that the object of that rally was to 
demand the release of Republican prisoners. 
Only last Sunday, he said, a man was 
arrested for posting bills about the meeting 
on a hoarding. That man was now lodged 
in, Mountjoy. At the same time such huge 
jokes as the Hughes case were being per- 
petrated on the people. The Government 
were now encouraging young men to jom 
the Army under the same officers who servee 
with Mulcahy and O’ Duffy in 1922. If, askefl 
Mr, Fitzpatrick, the Government were putt 
into power by Republican votes, why should 
there be more Republicans in prison at this 
present time than during the last seven or 
eight years of the Cosgrave regime ? . 

After commenting on the Blue Shirt mové- 
ment, the speaker declared that the. only 
thing standing betweén Ireland and the 
Fascist regime waa~the Irish Republican 
Army, “ which’ is ‘trained, disciplined and 
armed.” : 

Other speakers also referred to the Blue 
Shirts. and Mr Sean McBride said that 
General O'Duffy had been. helpful to tite 
Fianna Fail Government, because he had 
served to distract the attention of the people 
from the real issues in Irish politics.

At Plainfield (Illinois) a field of corn 
burst into flames under the scorching rays 
of the sun. 

Crops have been reduced by anything 
from one-half to one-quarter, and thousands 
of cattle have had to be destroyed owing to 
lack of pasture. 

Such wheat as has not already been 
burned out has ripened so rapidly that 
farmers inOklahoma and Southern Kansas 
have had to rush on their harvesting. In 
Kansas, the greatest wheat State in the 
country, the yield is not expected to exceed 
fifty per cent. of normal. In Indiana the 
hay crop has been cut in half and the fruit 
crop is threatened with destruction.

CATTLE SHIPPED FROM 
DROUGHT AREAS. 


Hot, rainless days are still parching the 
southern sections of the Prairie Provinces, 
where some of the greatest wheat areas 
are found,- says a Winnipeg telegram. 

The dry weather has also brought to 
large areas a scourge of grasshoppers. 
This is being fought with poison traps on 
a large scale. 

In large areas of the southern prairie 
lands only heavy rainfalls will prevent 
further deterioration of the crop. Pas- 
turage is reported to be poor throughout 
the drought area. Many cattle are being 
shipped to the western stockyards, while 
a large number of farmers in Southern 
Manitoba has sent a petition to the 
Government for lower freight rates, which 
would allow them to take cattle to the 
northern areas. 

Fortunately, the situation is different in 
the north central areas, where the crops, 
generally, are advancing rapidly with 
every prospect of a good harvest. 

‘he recent advances in wheat prices will 
naturally help those farmers whose crops 
have not been ruined; but the chief bene- 
ficiary will be the Canadian Government, 
which holds more than 150,000,000 bushels 
of grain, “carried over ” from previous 
bumper years. 

The serious drought in America has 
caused the meeting of the Advisory Wheat 
Sub-committee of the World Economic 
Conference to be postponed indefinitely. 

A leading wheat authority informed 
Reuter that there was little prospect of 
the committee meeting until the full “In- 
ternational Wheat Committee meets on 
June 27th.

Hailstones fell with 
such violence on the roads that they re- 
bounded to a height of thirty feet, 

At Chambery the farmers had been 
hojing anxiously for rain. Instead they 
suffered thunder storms, accompanied by 
destructive downpours.

AN AMERICAN MIXTURE. 


Snow storms raged in the States of 
Montana, Washington and Idaho, while 
Milwaukee (Wisconsin) is sweltering in 
103 degrees of heat, and Chicago in 102.2 
degrees. Slight relief has been brought to 
St. Louis (Missouri), and parts of Texas 
by light falls of rain. 

A message from Buenos Aires says that 
rain fell there on Friday night, and mo:e 
is expected. 

An outbreak of forest fires has now been 
added to the distress caused by the 
drought in the United States. In New 
York State the Governor has closed all 
forests to the public until the peril has 
passed. 

In Maine an army of 2,500 people fought 
a fire which was threatening 30,000 acres, 
including several summer resorts, and 
which had already destroyed 25 cottages. 

New Yorkers sweltered in a temperature 
of 83 degrees (Fahr.) on Saturday, and 
yesterday the temperature rose to the 
neighbourhood of 90. 

Between 20 and 40 deaths, attributed to 
the excessive heat wave, have been re- 
ported from various parts of the United 
States since Thursday.

GUARDS’ BIG SWOOP.

Civic Guards arrested twenty men here 
this evening after a day of intense and ex- 
tensive police activity. They were later 
brought before Mr. P. J. Murray at a 
special Court held in the local barracks, 
and charged with riotously assembling to- 
gether and assaulting Superintendent 
Peter Fahy, Guards McCarthy, Ryan and 
Cummins, and other persons unknown,

Formal evidence of arrest having been 
given, they were remanded to Waterford 
District Court, £10 personal bail and one 
surety of £10 being accepted in each 
case : 

Large crowds assembled outside the 
barracks where the Court was held, and 
as each defendant emerged he was cheered 
by supporters. A strong force of Civic 
Guards was on duty, and as the Court sat

BIG TURNOUT OF BLUE 
SHIRTS. 


PEAKING on the economic war at a 
meeting in Naas last night, which was 
attended by hundreds, of men in blue 
shirts, Mr. W. T. Cosgrave said that its 
object was to save £5,000,000, and that 
the British Government got last year by 
tarifis something like £4,500,000. So much 
did they get, and so much were they 
getting, that they actually limited the 
export of fat cattle into England. Last 
year the Free State Government deducted 
£500,000 from the amount given in relief 
of rates in the agricultural grant, and 
these sums brought the amount which the 
farmers had had to pay to over £5,000,000. 
Last year the farmers were charged the 
full amount of annuities for May and 
June. True, they were funded, but what 
farmer escaped liability for paying that 
money sooner cr later? They were ockel 
£1,000.000 in annuities in November and 
December, making £8,000,000 which they 
were charged for annuities, which should 
have amounted only to £4,000,000. 


UNBEARABLE LIABILITY. 


“When we say that it is unfair te 
charge the present scale of annuities and 
rates we are told that ve are interfering 
with the public services and that we are 
not ‘national,’’’ Mr, Cosgrave remarked. 
“It. is un-national to place upon the 
farmers of this country a liability beyond 
their capacity to bear. | 

“We are told that the Government is 
being hampered in its policy. There is no 
Minister mm the State but tells us now 
that the agricultural industry has slumped 
all over the world. Is that the time, 
when prices are low and markets are bad, 
that costs should be added to that in- 
dustry? From one end of the country to 
the other the Sheriffs or County Registrars 
were never so busily engaged in dragging 
out of that big industry more than it is 
capable of producing.’’ 

Pointing out <iat the Government had 
added something like £250,000 to the cost 
of the Army, he asked was the Free State 
threatened from either side. Was there 
any reason for adding £70,000 to the 
cost of the Civic Guard? The people were 
asked to pay for the instalments of a 
republic, and were being denied the rights 
of a Free State. 


THE KILKENNY COUNCIL. 


“On the basis of inability to pay, this 
Ministry,’’ he declared, “ has got a case for 
making out a settlement with the British, 
but they are prevented by incompetence, 
lack of courage and lack of appreciation of 
what is true Trish nationality.’’ 

Speaking of the decision to abolish the 
Kilkenny County Council, he said that 
whatever faults the old Council might have 
had—and it was a nice point whether there 
were any—the new County Council, which 
was not yet elected, could not have com- 
mitted any. The reason why the voice of 
the people was to be stilled was that, after 
the election, Fianna Fail representation on 
the council would not have been up to the 
necessary standard. 


EXPORT LICENCES, 


Mr. P. Belton, T.D., said that United 
Ireland would not surrender to the British 
if they had anything to surrender, but if 
they paid the whole of the annuities the 
British would not be getting one penny 
more. General O’Duffy, he added, was 
taking a more advanced stand for agricul- 
ture than the leader of any Farmers’ Party 
in recent years. United Ireland was going 
to take up the matter of export licences and 
their allocation. 

Criticrsing the formation of “ little 
groups ” to protect the interests of farmers, 
he said that United Ireland would see that 
no privileges were given either to their own 
supporters or their opponents, but that 
justice was done.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—Many speeches during the agri- 
cultural debates in the House of Com- 
mons last week sounded a note of anxiety. 
It must be noted, however, that not one 
of the critics advanced any constructive 
alternative either to the 
measures dealing with “the dairying in- 
dustry actually under discussion or to the 
general policy of the Government. The 
)roblem which has faced the Government 
sn been how to restore hone, not to a 
single industry, but to the many indus- 
tries of which agriculture is composed. 
They undertook the task at a time when 
the only feature common to all these in- 
dustries was a catastrophic fall in prices, 
which seemed destined to continue until 
agriculture in this small ‘and pre- 
dominantly industrial country was prac- 
tically extinguished. 

lt is not a pure accident that the most 
conspicuous feature of the Government's 
policy should be the preparation of mar- 
keting schemes, buttressed sometimes by 
tariffs, sometimes by quotas, sometimes 
by teinporary advances to the Board’s ad- 
ministering the schemes, and sometimes 
by a combination of these forms of as- 


sistance. ‘The. principle of all these 
schemes is the same. They provide, 
after ratification by Parliament, 


for the self-government of the industry 
concerned under the shelter and, if neces- 
sary, the corrective of a regulation cf 
imports, They already cover hops, pigs 
und bacon, milk and potatoes. A scheine 
covering live-stock has been prepared, and 
‘one covering eggs and poultry is in course 
of preparation. The bacon and milk 
schemes have required special financial 
assistance in the form of advances, which 
may turn out to be subsidies. But, on 
the whole, except in the case of the beef 
industry, great progress has been made 


towards securing the farmer at least 
replacement value for his produce. The 


number of labourers employed in 1933 in- 
creased by 18,000, after falling for six 
years, and tendency of wages is to rise. 

It may safely be said, remarks The 
Times in conclusion, that all concerned 
with the. British market will be weil 
advised to co-operate in maintaining a 
bette. and a steady level of prices. The 
task stil; presents many difficult problems, 
but there can be no doubt that it has 
hegun on the right lines, and that neither 
healthy expansion of production nor 
healthy expansion of consumption can be 
based upon collapsing prices.

HE King’s Birthday Honours, issued 

last night, includes one new Viscount, 
four Barons, one Privy Councillor, two 
Knights of the Thistle, five Baronets, and 
28 Knights, exclusive of overseas. 

Lord Wakefield becomes a Viscount in 
his seventy-fifth year. To the public he is 
well known for his  benetactions to 
hospitals and countless charities and for 
his support of Britain’s speed attempts 
on land and water and in the air. Lord 
Wakefield was financially responisble for 
Mr. J. A. Mollison’s successful flight from 
Lympne to Cape Town. He has also been 
closely identified with the promotion of 
speed and reliability trials on land and 
sea, motor cars and motor boats, and 
notably with the late Sir Henry Segrave, 
successes at Daytona with the Golden 
Arrow and at Miami with Miss England. 
He was Lord Mayor of London in 1915, 
created a Baronet in 1917, and a Baron 
in 1930.

CUTTING THE BONDS. 


From Our. Own Corresponprent. 
SLIGO, Sunday, 

Dr. Ryan, Free State Minister for Agri- 
culture, speaking at a big meeting which 
was held in Gurteen, Co. Sligo, to-day, 
said that when they came into power the 
Government was tied by too many bonds to 
the British Empire. They had cut many 
of those bonds, and meant to cut a good 
many more as soon as possible. There were 
a few big ties between this country and the 
Empire, particularly partition. One of 
the biggest difficulties they had to contend 
with was that every time they raised their 
hands to cut one of those bonds they were 
tied by the Senate. 

“We have passed a bill, and as a result 
of that bill the days of the Senate are 
numbered. I am not going to say more 
about the Senate, because no good Irishman 
likes to hear anybody speak bad of the 
dead. (Laughter.) You can take it, there- 
fore, that it is our intention to see this 
country a thirty-two county Irish Republic 
in our time if it can possibly be done.”’ 

The Government voted four millions for 
housing and public health schemes, he 
continued, but not a halfpenny of that 
could be spent except the local councils put 
up schemes. He did not know what sort 
of people the United Ireland Party were 
in Sligo, but in other places they 
deliberately prevented housing in order to 
keep the people out of work, and keep them 
discontented. The best possible safeguard 
the people could adopt was to put in 
Fianna Fail Councils, who would look after 
those social services to the best advantage. 


NORTHERN FARMERS. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
CLONAKILTY, Sunday. 

“I was born and reared in Northern 
Ireland, and I lived in Belfast. My people 
still live there, and I have relatives living 
in the rural portions of the six counties,”’ 
said Mr. MackEntee, Free State Minister 
for Finance, addressing a meeting of about 
six hundred people after last Mass in 
Clonakilty to-day. 

While the farmers of the twenty-six 
counties, he said, were getting 44d. to 44d. 
per gallon for their milk, in the six 


gallon. Potatoes could be bought 
Belfast City at 5d. per stone, and he knew 
that 80 per cent. of the farmers in the six 
counties were on the verge of bankruptcy, 
and they were not able to pay their 
annuities and rates, but were looking 
enviously on the people of the twenty-six 
counties, and if the question of the border 
were left to-morrow to the votes of the 
farming community in Northern Ireland 
there would be an overwhelming majority 
in favour of reunion with the twenty-six 
counties ; and if there was anvbody anxious 
to challenge that statement he would say, 
‘leave the decision to the rural vote in 
Northern Ireland and they will decide the 
matter.” 

Great Britain was determined in the 
future to produce her own food, and she 
was determined that her whole agricul- 
tural policy was going to undergo a change, 
and that never again would her people 
depend upon seaborne food as they did 
from 1914 to 1918, and anybody who did 
not live in Great Britain was, as far as she 
was concerned, of very little value to her. 
For that reason alone every country 
supplying food to her was going to have 
restrictions imposed .on food. That was 
the reason for Great Britain’s tariffs and 
quotas. 

The only difference between the Free 
State and the other Dominions, continued 
Mr. MacEntee, was that they in the Free 
State saw. what was going on two years 
before they did, and they took steps to 
deal with the problem before the other 
started to think of it. The British Govern- 
ment was now going to govern. in the 
interests of the British farmer, and make 
England as self-supporting as possible. 

He referred to the Free State’s 
‘ehacgyeal to the British market and the 
igh quality of its produce, «nd added: 
“Tf you stand unitedly behind a Govern- 
ment like this, it is only a matter of time. 
and a short time, until you have as goo 
a market in Great Britain as New Zealand 
or any other Commonwealth country. ’

NEW KNIGHTS OF THE 
THISTLE. 

The Earl of Leven and Melville, one of 
the two new Knights of the Thistle, is 
the second son of the eleventh Earl of 
Leven and Melville, who died in 1906, and 
who also was a Knight of the Thistle. The 
peerage dates from 1641. 

A notable- accession to the ranks of 
Knights of the Thistle is Colonel Cameron 
of Lochie]l, bearer of one of the most 
historic names in Scotland. An ancestor 
was one of the chieftains who called at the 
(‘ans when the “ Young Pretender.’’ 
Charles Edward Stuart, landed on the 
west coast ot Scotland in 1745, and raised 
his standard at Glenfinnan.

Sir John Reith, who now becomes a 
G.B.E., was knighted in 1927, the year in 
which he was appointed director-general 
of the B.B.C. 


INSULIN DISCOVERER, 

Dr. F. G. Banting, who has been ap- 
pointed a K.B.E., is internationally 
famous as the discoverer of insulin, which 
is now so extensively used in the treat- 
ment of diabetes. His discovery led to 
his being awarded the Nobel Prize in 
1925.

In a statement dealimg with the recruitment 
ef labour for work financed wholly or partly 
from Central Funds, the Free State Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce says :— 

During the past two years large sums ot 
money have been voted by the Dail to pro- 
vide a fund for the promotion of schemes 
designed to relieve unemployment. Works 
have been undertaken by various Government 
Departments and local authorities, the cost of 
which has been borne wholly or partly from 
this fund. The labour required for these works 
has been recruited through the local offices 
oí the Department of Industry and Commerce. 
in order that the employment thus provided 
might be spread over as wide an area as 
possible all unemploved persons were advised 
to register at -the Local Employment Ex- 
changes or Branch Employment Offices, aud 
facilities. for registration were provided at 

offices and Civic Guard stations for those 
» resided more than three miles from a 
al office. 

In submitting men for work on relief 
schemes applicants were selected on the prin- 
ciple that when there was not sufficient em- 
ployment for all the unemployed such work 
as was available should, as far as practicable, 
be given to those who, being physically fit and
